PANAMA, Oct. 4.—Virtually no dam- 
age was done to the structures of the 
Panama Canal by the earthquake which 
eeccurred in the canal zone between 41 
and 12 o'clock last night.

Instruments at the Ancon Observa- 
tory showed that the common point of 
origin ef the shocks was somewhere to 
the north of Colon in the Caribbean Sea, 
but the Gatun «dam and the Canal 
locks suffered absolutely no injury. 

An investigation of the buildings at 
Panama showed that more damage had 
béen done than it had been at first be- 


ivcimpaived; slight cracks Occurred, in 
#everal concrete buildings. This condi- 
tion was particularly « noticeable in 
Twelfth street near Sant#® Ana Plaza. 

South American Cable Breaks. 

Three hours after the.occurrence of 
last night's disturbance one of the Cen- 
tral and South American cables broke at 
a point abotu one hundred and fifty 
miles north of Panama. This may 
have been a coincidence Or it may have 
been the result of the slitocks. The 
break caused no inconvenience to the 
cable company’s traffic. 

The earthquake appears to have been 
of a submarine character. 

The first shock, as experienced in 
the capital, was slight and was quick- 
ly followed by one of ionger dura- 
tion, which shook buildings to their 
foundations. The church bells were 
set to ringing; doors were throwm 
wide open; and residents were 
brought tumbling out of the beds, 

The first movement lasted about 
five seconds. It occurred about 11:20 
o'clock. The second movement was 
of ten seconds duration. 

Jamaicans who went through the 
disaster at Kingston and Italians 
who have had similar experiences in 
their home country were particularly 
alarmed. Ri 

According to the seismograph, 
there were two slighter shocks but 
these were practically unnoticed. 
The general movement appeared to 
be from west to east. 

Those familiar with eafthquakes 
said the movement was more of an 
upheaval than a vibration from side 
to side.

COLON,, Oct. 2.—A severe earthquake 
occurred here at 11:20 o’clock last night.

Declares U. S. Detectives Would 
Have Caught Hans Schmidt 
Had Faurot Failed. 


William J. Flynn, chief of: the United 
States Secret Service, who is making a 
two-days’ visit to St. Louis, has only 
two things to do. One is to keep bodily 
harm from coming to the President of 
the United States. The other is to keep 
cgunterfeit money, counterfeit postage 
stamps or revenue stamps, from being 
made or circulated anywhere in the 
United States. 

Flynn came here to testify against 
Robert H. Davis, an El Paso counter- 
feiter, who passed “raised” $5 bills in 
South St. Louis. Davis pleaded guilty, 
and testimony was not required. The 


[chief delayed his return to Washington 


long enough to look over the work in 
and around 8t. Louis: 

Flynn, who succeeded John E. Wilkie 
as chief last December, and who pre- 
viously reorganized the New York De- 
tective Bureau for Mayor Gaynor, is 
big and affable. He has the look of 
the sedentary police official, rather than 
of the traditional detective. 

Counterfeiting at a Minimum. 

“Except for the men who look after 
the President's safety,” said Flynn 
to a reporter, “every man in the 
United States Secret Service is en- 
gaged in the work of hunting coun- 
terfeiters. At present, counterfeit- 
ing seems to be at a minimum. The 
credit for this is not all ours. The 
severe sentences imposed on counter- 
feiters lately by Federal judges have 
dope much to discourage counterfeit- 
ing. 

“Our force is much smaller than is 
generally supposed. Formerly we 
performed various duties for several 
departments of the Government, but 
now, under,act of Congress, we deal 
with counterfeiting and protect the 
person of the President, and have no 
other work. 

“Dealing with counterfeiters is 
hard, in that they are among the 
shrewdest and most deliberate crimi- 
nals. It is easy, in that all cases 
take about the same course, and in 
that, from the nature of the work, 
the counterfeiter who keeps on is sure 
to be caught. 

‘In 24 to 30 hours after a number of 
counterfeit coins or hills are put into 
circulation, one or more of them will be 
discovered, and our men will know of 
#! The description of the counterfeit, 
with any defects it may have, is then 
wired to Washington headquarters, and 
the counterfeit itself is sent on by mail. 
Immediately a circular to secret service 
agents and bankers is prepared, and se- 
cret service men get hold of every copy 
that they can, atid trace it as far back 
as they can, getting descriptions of the 
men from whem it appears to have 
come.

“Our agents do not arrest men on sus- 
picion. ° That 1s why our record of con- 
victions and pleas of guilty is very high, 
amounting to & per cent of all persons 
errested on counterfeiting charges.’ 
“Our men at times have to go into 
small neighborhoods and live among the 
people, to get evidence. Men who do 
this must make themselves like other 
people, so as to attract no unusual at- 
tention. When a detective attracts es- 
pecial attention to himself his chance 
ef getting results is spoiled. If a man 
should put on any of the stuff known 
in detective fiction as ‘disguise,’ false

pression. He wrote to his wife: 

“You are quite right in saying that all 
that is historic and military in my navel 
ig not composed well. It is only when 
‘describing character and family relations 
that it is good.”’ 

Later he wrote that he wished his 
wife loved country life one-tenth as 
much as he did and hated the frivolities 
‘and worries of town. 

His health being at a crisis in 1867 he 
consulted a famous Moscow doctor, Prof. 
Zacarin, who told him that his nervous 
system was utterly deranged and also 

that he was threatened with gall stones 
and possibility of diabetes. Tolstoy 
wrote to his wife: ‘ 

“I said I would not drink his medi- 
cines. My conditions were that if I 
could live in the country and not in the 
town I would be willing to take his 
waters and follow the mode of life he 
prescribed.’’ 


Suffered From Insomnia. 

At this period Tolstoy suffered terri- 
bly from imsomnia. He wrote: “One 
night I felt myself suddenly dead and 
could not help feeling torture such as 
I wish to God none may feel. I ordered 
them’ to. harness my horses, but while 
they were harnessing them I went to 
sleep and woke quite well.’’

Of 
course I did. The jeweler in his town 
told me it was a real emerald before I 
went to the banker, and why should I 
doubt his word, your honor?’ 

When Goldstein’s show reached Fair- 
view, in Major County, he went to loca] 
jeweler, and asked for a loan on Jewelery; 
which he exhibited. Goldstein was di- 
rected to nearby bank. 

Gets $700 From Banker. « 
Goldstein told the banker that he must 
have $700 that day or go bankrupt, as 
his concession payments were due. He 
gaid he would put up $2100 worth of 
jewelry for a loan for 80 days. The 
banker asked if he could show the 
gems to the local jeweler. The jeweler 
appraised them at far more than. the 
amount of the loan, and Goldstein got 
$700. : : 

Several days later this banker went to 
another town on a business trip. Gold- 
stein’s wild west show was also in town. 
The banker dropped in at the local 
bank to chat with the cashier.

The jewels 
seemed to be exact duplicates of the 
ones upon which Goldstein had obtained 
4 loan at Fairviews 

Ranker Gets Money Back, 
The Fairview banker pinched himself, 
found that he was not dreaming, and 
tackled Goldstein. 
‘Tl want my money, and I want it-on 
the spot,” exclaimed the Fairview bank- 
er, to the surprise cf both Goldstein and 
the local banker. Goldstein paid the 
Wairview banker $700. 
The Sheriff was called and Goldstein 
was arrested. The jewels were found 
to be worthless. Goldstein's lawyers 
declared that Goldstein had not bor- 
rowed money upon his own represefita- 
tions, but the banker had relied upon the 
judgment of the local jewéler. Further- 
more, Goldstein had paid back the 
money to the Fairview banker.

Regrets Taking Poison.

to kill herself and is hopeful that sho 
will recover. She took the poison after 
being told by a friend that Walter 
Schulte, to whom she was to have been 
married last Paster, is to wed another 
girl Oct. 15. Schulte, she said, had their 
wedding date postponed and three weeks 
ago wrote to her, finally breaking the 
engagement. 
‘Up to two days ago Miss Rayfteld 
and Miss Holloran talked with each 
other, both expressing hope for recov- 
ery. « Miss Rayfield then began rapidly 
to yield to the effect of the poison, 
and conversation ceased. 

The history of bichloride patients at 
the. hospital is that they feel fairly 
cheerful for several days after taking 
the poison, but about the sixth or sev- 
enth day the mercury begins to para- 
lyze the kidneys and there is a sudden 
change for the worse.

Beatrice Stephens, 14 years old, of 818 
Clinton street, who died In the hospital 
Wednesday from bichloride poisoning, 
having taken the mercury Sept. 18, was 
apparently in good condition: for dore 
tthan a week.

Says Praise for, His Success 
Should Go to Miller, Wuerpel 
- and, Dawson-Watson, 


WILL HAVE STUDIO HERE 


Finds English-Speaking Artists 
Are Passing Those in the 
Old Centers of Art. 


Charles Franklin Galt, an artist, son 
of Mrs. Smith P. Galt of 6 Vandeven- 
ter place, has just returned home from 
Paris, where he won one of the highest 
art honors in the gift of the French 
people, that of exhibiting his paintings 
in the Spring salon of the Societe Na- 
tionale des Beaux Arts. At the exhibits, 
in May and June, of the 5500 pictures 
judged by the committee, only about 80 
were accepted, and of these two were 
Galt’s. : 

Galt, when seen at his home, was 
reticent about discussing ‘his success, 
and seemed to think that any praise 
due should go to Richard Miller, his 
teacherin Paris, and Prof. Wuerpel and 
Dawson-Watson, from whom he had 
several pictures on exhibition in the 
salon of the Artists Francais, which ix 
held at the same time as the Beaux 
Arts show. 

“Le Scieurs de Glace.” 


on exhibit, one was a full length por. 
trait of a man wearing a cape, calla: 
simply “The Man With the Cape,”’ anc 
the other was ‘‘Les Scieurs de Glace,’ 
meaning the ice cutters. These wer 
done in Galt'’s studio tn i’aris last win. 
ter, in the afternoon, after he had spen 
the mornings in Miller’s class in th: 
Academic Colorassi, one of the large: 
art institutions of Paris. 

At this school, Galt said, Miss Caro 
line Risque, whose home is at #21 Mor 
gan street, is making a name for her- 
self in small sculpture, which she i: 
studying under Paul Bartlett 

Galt, who is 29 years old, received his 
first art training in the St. Louis Schoo 
of Fine Arts, where he studied for thre: 
years, after having been graduated from 
Smith Academy tin 1903 and spending two 
years at Princeton. His first study in 
Paris was in the fall of 1909 and the 
year of 1910, when he studied under Mi! 
ler and Lucien Simon. Then he returne: 
to St. Louis and worked in his ow: 
studio till August, 1912, when he re 
turned to Paris, where he has been eve 
since. ‘ 

Will Open a Studie Here. 

Galt has no desire to live in Paris, 
which seems to be the dream of most 
artists. ‘‘Paris to me,” he said to 4 re- 
porter, “is a wonderful place, and is 
the center of the art world, but it grows 
tiresome. I don’t mean that in a biase 
spirit at all, but you know it is posible 
to ‘get too much of anything. 
Latin Quarter, in which I lived, nobody 
ever talked, or lived, or dreamed. or 
thought about anything but art, and : 
confess I like to do something else once 
in~a while. I. am going to open a studio 
here and intend to make St. Louis my 


sionally.” 
One of the things which Galt said 
impressed him during his study abroad 
is the rapidity with which English- 
speaking artists are passing the artists 
of those foreign countries which have 
been the home of art. He was surprisei 
to note how few French and Italian 
students were in the art schools of Paris 
compared with English and American. 
“Most of the French painters,” he 
said, ‘“‘seemed to be old or middle-aged 
men. I found I hac ts make use of very 
little French, except in reading. But in 
my cé&se, of course, there were good rea- 
sons for this, one being that I didn’t 
talk much to Frenchmen and the other 
that the only Frenchman I knew at all 
intimately spoke as good English as i 
did.’’ s 

His Opinion of the Oubists. 
When asked about the cubist and post- 
impressionist schools, he said he did not 
Ifke: to criticise them just because they 
were queer, but he thought they were 
harmless forms of art insanity, which 
do not express what the artists intend 
they should. 
“At a convention of doctors last win- 
ter in London, from insane asylums 
throughout Europe,” he sald, ‘‘séveral 
specimens Of work done by the inmates 
were shown and they were mostly of 
these two schools.”’

Unmistakable evidences of incen- 
diarism were found Thursday mornifg,

The fresh air 
revived her. John said she begged him 
to let her go back upstairs and get some 
insurance and patent papers. 

He took her to the home of a neigh- 
bor and returned for the papers him- 
self, after telephoning a fire alarm. 
When he got back the fire had made 
such progress that hw feared to go in- 
side. The fire department checked the 
flames in the first floor so that the 
papers were not destroyed. 

Both John and his mother said they 
couldn’t imagine who had any incentive 
to burn their house. They keep a watch 
dog which is said to be vicious towards 
strangers at night. The dog was un- 
fastened, but if it made any noise John 
said he had failed to hear it. 

John Stucke Sr. is in Louisville, Ky 
according to the son, in the candy bus'- 
ness. He was formerly active in poli- 
tics in St. Louts.

St. Louis has few faddists who buy 
rare books and manuscripts at high 
prices because of their sentimenta/ 
value, dfle to being original or auto- 
graph volumes, according to. Harry H. 
Hymes of New York, who Is fn St. Louls 
with a few hundred volumes of books 
he will sell if the proper price is of- 
fered. They are part of the celebrated 
Hoe library and he has them on exhibi- 
tion at the Planters Hotel. 

This city te so far behind Chicago in 
the purchase of old volumes with bind- 
ings classed as works of art that: Hymes 
sent a large part of nia collection back 
to New York from Chicagu, before cem- 
ing here. 

Three e lar Buyers Here. 

There are only three refguiar buyers 
of the ancient treasures in St. Louis, 
Hymes told a reporter, although there 
are perhaps 20 who make an «occasional 
purchase of a few rare volumes. The 
three who stand out prominently fe 
their chosen fad aro W K. Fixby, 
Frederick W. Lehman and John H. 
Gundlach. 

Bixby’s choice is 21.1 manuscrips, rare 
because they are ol4 and no duplicates 
are in existence, Hymes said, elthough 
he will buy the cream of other lines, 
such as autograph books or letters. 

Lehman’s fad rungs to anctent volumes 
of the early Mngilsh dramatista, he 
sald, or books of early American his- 
tory. 

Gundlach w a ready buyer for old 
books which are net out of rrint, and 
old Hterary manus :riprs. 

Hymes represents Geor e D. Smith of 
New York, whe purchased more than 
$1,000,000 worth of books at the sale of 
the famous Hoe library. He has remark- 
able volumes and manuscrips purchased 
at private sale from various valuable 
collections. Smith was credited with 
paying more for one volume than ever 
was paid before at public auction for a 
book when he bought the Guttenberg Bi- 
ble for $50,000. The Bible since has been 
sold, but Hymes is silent on the selling 
rrice. 

Wants $150,000 for Collection. 

In his hotel room Hymes displays the 
volumes, for which he asks $150,000, on a 
table about 3 feet wide and 8 feet long. 
Wiach volume has a history, and many 
have autographs. Many with the same 
s.ibject matter could be bought in book 
stones f5r 50 cents each, but Hymes’ col- 
lection has autographs, are first vol- 
umes, are now out of print, or has some 
cther oddity attached.

UF BOY PASTOR 


Stewards of Cupples Memorial 
Reject Clergyman Only 
25 Years Old. 


The appointment of the Rev. G. W. 
Holmes of Hematite, Mo., % years old, 
as pastor of the new Cupples Memorial 
Methodist Church, South, in University 
City, has precipitated a conflict between 
the Cupples Church Board of Stewards 
and Bishop E. E. Hoss, who made the 
appointment at the conference in Jack- 


son, 
The board, which controls the pastor's 
salary, voted not to receive the new pas- 
tor, and not to co-onerate so long as he 
remains, in paying the current expenses 
of the church or in raising its $150,000 
building fund.

As to the merits of the plan from a practical] 
railroad standpoint, it is yet to be demonstrated 
that it approximates the advantages of the Reber 
approach.

On the question of cost the present approach 
so far excels the proposed deal that the two can- 
not be compared. Comptroller Player estimates 
the total cost of completing the bridge by bonds, 
including interest, at $4,950,000, paid in 20 years. 
The cost of the railroad approach alone, with 
neither the wagon nor the belt line connection 
with the Eastern railroads included, on the terms 
offered by Messrs. Haberman and Scherer, would 
cost $9,000,000, paid in 50 years. The city would 
get for this sum an incomplete and practically 
useless bridge. If the wagon approach and the 
belt connection are added the total estimated cost 
reaches $17,000,000. 

Surely the Mayor and the members of the Mu- 
nicipal Assembly are not so anxious to avoid a 
bond issue which would complete the bridge for 
about $5,000,000 as to thrust upon the taxpayers 
an expense of $17,000,000, mostly unnecessary.

NEXT WEEK’S FLYING IN 8ST. LOUIS. 
Anthony Jannus is an expert, careful aviator. 
The other airmen who will help him to de 
strate the art of manflight in St. Louis next week 
are well-known, experienced men. There will be 
fi@ing, and the comparatively new sport of the 
flying boat will be seen at its best on the river. 
People of towns and cities in the Southwest 
who have not yet had the good luck to see men 
actually flying will find it worth while to come 
to St, Louis for this experience alone. The flying 
machine is the swiftest means of travel known. 
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proximately $600,000,000, or a shade less than half 
the Boston figure. 

St. Louis assesses realty, its main revenue item, 
at a little over 60 per cent of its real value; Bos- 
ton, at full value. In many instances the assessed 
valuation of Boston property exceeds its sale 
value. 

St. Louis gets relatively a small revenue from 
the tax on personalty. Boston’s personalty tax 
is very large. Every Western and nearly every 
Southern city pays yearly tribute to Boston in- 
vestors. Their holdings in railroads, mines, irri- 
gation and power companies, land mortgages and 
industrials draw into Boston a constant stream 
of revenue from all the states, available for local 
taxation. So the difference between the assessed 
values of the two cities does not accurately reflect 
the difference in real values. If St. Louis were 
assessed at full value the -total would exceed 
$1,000,000,000. 

Boston has very little revenue-producing. prop- 
erty to show for its vast bonded debt. This fact 
explains why Boston preceded St. Louis in kicking 
out wasteful political management of municipal 
affairs and in attempting to get business efficieicy 
in city hall by adopting a modified form of com- 
mission government with a small legislative 
body and a responsible Mayor-general manager in 
charge. Boston, like all the large Eastern cities, 
has gone through a costly experience of giving 
away its public service franchises to private cor- 
porations for a song, and of having its payrolls 
packed to the guards with the vote-controlling 
henchmen of the political bosses who “delivered” 
the franchises. Eight years ago Boston’s city pay- 
roll carried the names: of 40,000 employes, few of 
whom were rendering full-value service for the 
money they drew, thousands of whom gave no 
service whatever, or none that benefited the city.

St. Louis is most favorably situated: of all large 
American cities for undertaking a big program of 
public betterments. Relative to its values sub- 
ject to taxation, St. Louis has a smaller bonded 
debt than any other city of its class in America 
or Europe. It must be admitted that many of the 
large European cities, and especially the cities of 
Great Britain and Germany, have a larger per- 
centage of revenue-producing properties publicly 
owned, to offset their bonded debt, than St. Louis. 

St. Louis faces the immediate need to spend 
seven or eight millions rebuilding and enlarging 
ite sewer system, another three millions for in- 
creasing its water service, and close to four mil- 
lions for completing the city bridge. The park 
system calls for several millions to make the big 
park investment profitably serviceable to the peo- 
ple. St. Louis should be able to finish its pro- 
gram of foundation-laying, and its odds and ends 
of unéémpleted works, like the bridge, with a 
total bonded debt under $35,000,000. 

Bonds voted thereafter should be issued only 
to buy or create revenue-producing services, 
which will pay for themselves out of their earn- 
ings. It was the adoption of this policy, chiefly, 
which has enabled the modernized cities of North- 
ern Europe to finance their great schemes of 
beautification, of housing and of cleanliness.

“Select a place that is free from 
draughts and where the temperature 
may be kept constantly at from 86 
degrees to 90 degrees Fahrenheit.

Within 12 Days of Date of Trial 
of His Widow, Charged 


With Poisoning Him. ° 


HINGHAM, Mass., Oct. 2.—Inquest 
into the death of Rear Admiral James 
Giles Eaton was resumed today, though 
District Attorney Barker gave no rea- 
son for reopening it, only 12 days before 
the date of trial of Mrs. Jennie May 
Eaton, the widow, charged with causing 
the death of the Admiral, March 8, by 
poison. The Inquest was interrupted 
last March by the arrest of Mrs. Baton, 
who has since been in jail in' Plymouth. 

Several new ‘witnesses were heard, 
including Mr. and Mrs. John Hilts, 
neighbors of the Eatons at Assinippi, 
and a@ woman nurse who attended the 
Admiral in his last days. 

It has been hinted the defense will 
attempt at the trial‘ to show that’ the 
Admiral died from an overdose of a 
tonic drug which it is claimed he had 
been in the habit of using. 

The prosecution will charge a series of 
domestic quarrels preceded his death.

love. He has, in a sense, reversed 
the experience of himself and his 
wife, but anyone familiar with the 
author’s history would, it is said, 


jhave little difficulty in recognizing 
jthe living eharacters in their stage 
iguises.

jtrude Desch of Baltimore, Md., took 
}place in August, 1902, not long after 
he had renounced his faith and 


turned to the lecture platform. The 
young woman had been a guest at 
the Adams home in Brooklyn.

jher husband had married Miss Desch 


in a mistaken.notion that Mrs. Adams 
had divorced him.

To protect her children, 
Mrs. Adams obtained a divorce. Miss 
Desch soon became the legal wife of
